Another joyride came to grief In 
Kenosha county just after 10 o'clock

escape from death. The automobile In 
which the four Were riding turned turtle 
into a ditch near tho Flemming farm 
just north of the village of Trevnr Miss 
Balasky was buried under the debris 
of the car and when she was removed 
it was found that she had suffered a 
compound^ fracture of the right ankle. 
The bon^s had pushed through the skin 
and condition was so serious that 
physicians attending her at first feared 
that It would be necessary to amputate 
the foot 

The automoble was owned and driven 
by Harold Flauker of Silver Lake, the 
son of the proprietor of a meat market 
at the villatje. On Saturday evening 
quite B party had gone to the home of 
Joseph Kameon near Trevor to attend 
a christening. The merriment had 
continued for a cood portion of the 
night. Both Flueker and Miss Balasky 
had been guests at the christening 
and during the night Flueker had taken 
out several parties in his automobile, 
which instead, of the regular touring 
car body had a box which had been 
UHed for delivery purposes. Fleuker 
had started with Miss Balasky, Miss 
Kameon and another man, the name of 
whom hos not been discovered, just 
' after eight o'clock. They had 
been to the village of Trevor and were 
returning to the- Kameon home when 
the accident took place. It is declared 
that the automobile was running at a 
very high speed and it is supposed that 
it struck some small obstruction on the 
road and was overturned. Fleuker and 
Miss Kameon and the unknown mem 
ber of the party are said to have been 
thrown 50 feet from the wrecked car 
white the other ' young woman was 
buried under the. wreck. She was taken 
-to Lambs' Hotel at Camp Lake and 
later removed to the Kameon home. 

The accident caused great excite- 
ment at Camp Lake and surrounding 
neighborhood as all the people connect- 
ed with it are well known in that part 
of the county.

Well Known Resident of Gurnec Passes 
Away Suddenly 

John McClure, one of the best known 
residents of Gumee died suddenly at 
his home at 6 o'clock Monday evening, 
following aatroke paralysis which he 
sustained at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Mr. McClure.was 66 years old and 
had lived In Gurnee a greater part of 
his life, being one of the successful 
farmers and wealthy and influencial 
men of the community. 

Mr. McClure had worked In the field 
in the forenoon Monday and in the af- 
ternoon was about the house. About 
2:30 o'clock he wont mto the house, 
telling his folks that his head ached 
considerably. He sat down and in a 
half hour his side was stricken and he 
gradually grew worse despite tho ef- 
forta of doctors th aid him. 

The McCIure home stands just west 
of the St Paul tracks at Gurnee.across 
the street from the Beilder place. The 
old McCIure farm which he operated 
many years before moving to Gurnee 
lies about a mile north of Gurnee.

TINY PEANUT CAUSES ROW 



Affair Started on street Car and Wound 

upatieUi Street, NorthlChicago, 

at Mldnisht 



The innocent throwing of a peanut 
Sunday night on an electric car be- 
tween Waukegan and North Chicago 
has endangered the life of one Liberty- 
ville man and brought Injuries to an- 
other which while not so serious as his 
companion's,' are severe enough to lay 
him up for some time, the two men 
having been the victims of a stabbing 
affray in which a foreigner was the 
assailant using his pocket knife as his 
weapon. 

The victims: 

Joe Thresher, Libertyville, who re- 
ceived a deep cut on his left side near 
the lung; is so deep that his condition 
is alarming. 

Ed Smith, Libertyville, received four 
stabs on the back and shoulder,^ none as 
deep as that sustained by Thresher. 

The assailant was: Joseph Petroh, a 
Slav living in North Chicago, who is 
now in arrest in the North Chicago 
station, ihe charge against him being 
held open pending developments in 
Thresher's condition, 

The men left Waukegan on one of 
the last cars Sunday night As it ap- 
proached along Marion street, some- 
body threw a peafiut which hit Petrch 
and he resented the act believing that 
the two Libertyville men who were 
near him had hit him with the nut 

The men got wrangling over the pea- 
nut and who threw it and as the car 
approached IGth street Petroh dared 
the two Libertyville men to get oflT the 
car and settle matters. They agreed, 
the car was stopped and they all got 
off on the platform. There, before the 
two men could determine what he was 
to do Potroh drew his open knife from 
his pocket and started slashing them. 

Dean Shoup and Richard Landers had 
accompanied the men to watch the 
scrap and they helped the two victims 
as they fell to the ground and Petroh 
made his may into the darkness. They 
called aid from the police and the two 
victims were taken to the village, hall. 

Dr. Jolly was called and he dressed 
their wounds. They remained at the 
village hall all night being unable to 
get home because of their injuries and 
because there was no car homeward 
bound. Monday morning they went 
home and both will be laid up for some 
time. 

■Thresher's escape from instant death 
was a miracle. The wound, which is 
large enough to admit one's finger, 
grazed the lung and being but two 
inches below the heart it is seen there 
was not much to spare between him 
and death. Smith's injuries were not 
80 bad as the knife did not penetrate so 
deeply. 

Smith's wounds consist of one cut in 
the arm-pit likely sustained as he threw 
his arm up for defense; one in the I 
breast, one in the back and one on the ! 
neck. Smith is a carpenter by trade.

DEATH OF WM. BARTLETI 

Passes Away Saturdry Morning After 
Long Illness 

j Last Saturday morning soon after 
; the clock had pointed to the hour of 
eight Mr. William G. Bartlett a resi- 
dent of this village for the past nine- 
teen years quietly gave up the burden 
of life and passed Into the great be- 
yond, at the age of 69 years, 5 months 
and 25 days. 

For the past seventeen years he had 
been In declining health, at times being 
under the care of physicians and at 
other times improving to a marked de- 
gree but always to those nearest him, 
his decline was perceptible. For the 
past nine months he had been con- 
fined to hia bed, but these days were 
not unmingled with pain, he bore his 
lot with for fortitude, his only wish 
being that others might not be caUed 
upon to share a similar misfortune. 

He was born Nov. 15, 1843, at Rum- 
ney, Grafton county, New Hampshire, 
and came west with his parents when 
he was still a young boy and settled in 
Lake county where he has resided ever 
since. In 1864 he enlisted from Wau- 
kegan in Company D, 146 regiment 
Volunteer Infantry, and served until 
he was discharged for disabiUty in 
18G5. He married Emma Llndsley of 
Libertyville. March 14, 1867 and to this 
union two children were born. William, 
who died in infancy and Mrs. Nellie 
Ziegler, who with her mother are left 
to mourn his loss. 

Mr. Barlett loved his country with 
the undying love of only those who* 
fought and suffered for its cause. He 
loved the stars and stripes and in the 
last few weeks asked thot his cherish 
ed flag might be placed where he could 
see it clearly and when his wish was 
complied with he tendered it a soldier's 
salute. 

He was converted soon after his mar- 
rioge and united with the Presbyterian 
church at Libertyville. but during his 
residence here his membership has 
been with the Methodist church. The 
passion of his life was his love for his 
Savior Jesus Christ By preference he 
talked much of religion and ofte;i spoke 
of dying and tho life beyond, never ex- 
pressing anything but the utmost con- 
fidence in hia God. To him death was 
oniy the passage way to Life and the 
repeating of the 23rd Psalm was to him 
a comfort and a joy. In his bible he 
had written the name of Jesus with his 
own blood, as a xoken that Jesus had 
shed his blood for him. To the last he 
spoke words of appreciation of others 
and declared that there was not one 
lingering feeling of ill will towards any 
human being. 

The funeral services were held at the 
home Monday afternoon with Rev. 
Stixrud ofiiciating and Mrs. D. Ferris 
sin^'ng the hymns months ago selected 
by the deceased. The remains were 
laid ac rest in the Hillside cemetery.

Formal Opening of New Rail- 
road Marks Progress of 
Inland Village

Saturday was the biggest day ■ in 
Wauconda's career. 

The little village, which, up to then 
has been the most secluded municipal 
corporation in Lake county, through 
having no railroad connections, was 
put on the map for keeps because the 
village's first 'railroad was Saturday 
made a reality. 

The day was an all-Important one to 
the villagers and to those near because 
of the fact the first train was run into 
the . village over the new Palatine, 
Lake Zurich & Wauconda railroad, the 
enterprise which- has been financed by 
residents of western Lake county and 
northern Cook county. The last spike, 
in the tracks was driven Saturday 
amid impressive ceremonies, this act 
following a huge parade wnich made 
the old timers sit up and take notice as 
they beheld the transformation which 
apparently has been wrought in . the 
makeup and life of Wauconda, which 
hitherto has been a staid, quiet, un- 
assuming little village which was al- 
most off the map of existence because 
it has had no railroad connections. 

Hundreds of people gathered in tho 
village to help celebrate the dedication 
of the new railroad which runs through 
Lake Zurich from Palatine which prom- 
ises to do more for the community than 
anything else that has ever happened. ' 
Everybody was up bright arid early 
and villages all took a keen interest in 
this, the biggest event the villagers 
have ever seen. Politicians gathered 
there from all parts of Lake county and ' 
even Cook county politicians were alsd 
in evidence. 

In fact, the day was a general holi- 
day in the westere part of Lake coun- 
ty for everybody who could plan it, 
a point to be at Wauconda to see the - 
first train ever run into the village. 

The big man of the day was J. KJ 
Orvis, Waukegan attorney, who for a 
year or so past has devoted most of his 
time to promoting this railroad enter- 
prise a man who gave, up a lucrative 
law practice in Waukegan to see this 
railroad enterprise through. While 
the piesident of the road and other of- 
ficials perhaps occupied more of a posi- 
tion from a conspicuous standpoint tho 
fact is that J. K. Orvis was the big 
man of the day for had it not been for 
him there would have been no cere- 
mony of the kind held— for there would 
have been no road leading into Wau- 
conda. This is the general belief of 
people living in the vicinity of Waucon- 
da and Palatine. 

Only through Mr. Orvis' determina- 
tion to have this road built and tils zeal 
in carrying along the details personally 
seeing to their consummation, was it 
possible to Intereat enough people in 
the^ country to raise the money neces- 
sary to build the road without aid from 
financiers. This road has been built 
by small subscriptions of people along 
the ;route and in the village affected 
therefore it is a county affair pure and * 
simple. The road was promoted a fe>v 
years ago by R. D: ,Wynn. another 
Waukegan man who interested Mr* 
Orvis in the project and stayed with 
it for a time later retiring when Mr. 
Orvis assumed the position of promoter 
and builder.

eenator Sherman wril Name Men 
Who Will Present Subject to Na- 
tional Commltteo and Champion 
the Cause. , 

Chicago, May 14.— Demand for a 
Kepubllcan national convention this 
fall was inntlo by eevernl aenators of 
the United States upon tho Ucpub- 
ncan national commUteo. 

A proclnmatlon to thia eflTect waa 
tho not result of the tlireo days' con- 
feronco held In tho Congress hotel. 
Tho plan of tho senatorti, headed by 
Albert J. Cummins of Iowa, Is to 
change tho rules of the Republican or- 
ganization machinery In such nlnnn^r^ 
as to answer tho charges of a "stolon 
convention"— tho cry that went up In 
tho Chicago national Republican meet- 
ing of a year ago. 

Tho changes desired by tho sena- 
tors are the^: 

Cutting down the basis of repre- 
sentation from the southern states to 
representation of tho Republican voto 
and not on general population. 

Delegate contests to bo settled by 
tho states and not arbitrarily by the 
national commltte'e. 

Direct elections of delegates to na- 
tional conventions giving indorse- 
ment to primary elections In a na- 
tional sense. 

Tho proclamation given out after 
tho conference adjourned Monday fol- 
lows : 

"At an Informal conference of Hi- 
Tiubllcans from eleven stales, held In 
Chicago May 13, 1913. It was voted 
that It would be submitted to tho na- 
tional Republican commltteo as tho 
opinion of those present that a na- 
tional convention of tho party should 
bo held this year at as early a date as 
may be practicable. The purpose Is to 
<^onsIder the expediency of changing 
tho basis of representation in futuro 
conventions so that delegates shall. 
proportionately represent Republican 
voters and not general population. 

"This is to tho end that the will of 
the members of the party may bo 
more accurately determined. Also 
for the purpose of changing the ruled 
relating to delegates and members of 
tho national committee so that tho 
primary election laws of the various 
states shall be recognized and havo 
full force. 

"Also for the purpose of making 
each other changes In the methods of 
conductiijg national conventions and 
campaigns as shall conduce to giving 
the utmost posslblo effect to the prin- 
ciples and policies of tho party. 

•*It was further the opinion that 
such a convention might properly and 
usefully take any other action desir- 
able to reunite the party and to givo 
osBurances that It stands for con- 
atructtve and progressive activities In 
tho affairs of government to the end 
that the common welfare may be ad- 
vanced. 

"It was the unanimous belief, of 
thoBo present that the changes sug- 
Kostod should bo made forthwith and 
that the national commltteo be strong- 
ly urged to take steps to such an 
end." 

Lawrence Y. Sherman, senator 
from Iirinola, who presided over the 
conference, was authorized to name a 
committee of three to present the 
proclamation to the executive com- 
mittee of the party national organiza- 
tion in Washington on May, 24.

Washington, May lO.^Th© Undo^ 
Tvood tariff bill, proclaimed by the 
Democratic party as tho answer to 
Its platform pledge to reduce tho tai^ 
Iff downward, was passed by thohouio 
Thursday. Tho voto waa 281 to 13D, 
Ave Democrats voting against tho bill 
and two Republicans voting for It. 

Floods of protest from manufoo- 
turer, merchant, producer and forelgu 
nations await tho bill when It makes 
Its appearance before tho senate. Tho 
bill will bo started upon Its stormy 
way at once. Republican senators 
will open tho fight by demanding pub- 
lic hearings. This will bo defeated, 
but It Is the purpose of the Domocrats 
to give full hearings In commltteo to 
all classes of objectors. 

The tariff bill . mado record (Imo 
through tho house, but little moro 
than two weeks having passed since 
It came from tho ways and moans 
committee. All aroondmcnta except 
thoBo proposed by the commltteo were 
defeated. With the exception of 
Rroussard of Louisiana, no Democrat- 
ic member of tho bouso proposed 
changes In tho bill. 

On flnal passage the Democrats vot- 
ing against It were Eptoplnal, Du- 
preo. Rroussard, Watkina. Elder, Mor- 
gan, Lazare and Aswell of Louisiana 
and Charles D. Smith of New York.

Washington, May 13. — Tho federal 
government's flnal effort to delay alien 
land owning legislation in California 
was made Sunday when Secretary 
' Bryan, In the name of President Wil- 
son, telegraphed Governor Johnson 
notifying him that the Japanoso am- 
gassador had earnestly protested 
agnlqst the bill passed by the Callfoi^ 
nia assembly and urging that the 
governor postpone action by ■with- 
holding hla signature. 

The statement In full is as follows: 

"Tho president directs mo to ex- 
press his appreciation of your courtesy 
In delaying action on the land bill now 
before you until its provisions could 
bo communicated to the Japanese gov- 
ernment and considered by IL 

"His excellency. Baron Chlnda, bai 
on behalf of his government, pre- 
sented an earnest protest against tho 
measure. As you have before you but 
two alternatives, viz; to approve or to 
veto, it will avail nothing to recall to 
your attention tho amendment sug- 
gested to the legislature and as the 
president has already laid before you 
his views upon the subject, It Is un- 
necessary to reiterate them." 

"He passes over questions affecting 
treaty rights for two reasons. First, 
because tho bill passed by the legisla- 
ture Is avowedly Intended to conform 
to treaty obligations, and, second, be- 
cause any conflict complained of 
would be a matter for the courts, but 
the president feels Justlflcd In ex- 
pressing again his desire that action 
on the subject bo deferred for this 
session, and he expresses the desire 
the more freely because the legisla- 
ture can be reconvened at any time it 
tho welfare of the state requires It. 
He Is fully alive -to the Importance 
of removing any root'of discord which, 
many create antagonism between 
American citizens and tho subjects of 
Oriental nations residing here, but he 
Is Impelled by a sense of duty to ex- 
press tho hope that you will see fit 
to allow time for displomatic action. 
Tho nations affected by, the proposed 
law are friendly nations— nations that 
have shown themselves willing to co- 
operato In the establishment of 
harmonious relations between their 
people and ours. 

"If a postponement comments itself 
to your Judgment tho president will be 
pleased to eo-operate In a systematic 
effort to discover and correct any 
evils that may exist In connection 
with land ownership by aliens,"

GIVES WARNING TO PATIENTS 



Phyalclans Declare Experiments So 
Far "Do Not Juetify Confidence In 
Remedy Which Has Been Inspired 
by Widespread Publicity." 



Washington, May 13.— In the opin- 
ion of tho govornmont surgeons who 
havo been Investigating tho condition 
of patients that wore Inoculated by 
Dr. Frederick F. Frlodmann with his 
tuberculosis vaccine the observations 
do not justify that confldonce In the 
remedy which has been Inspired by 
tho widespread publicity given tho 
"cure." 

This first Ofllclal conclusion from 
tho tosts was announced hero Satur- 
day before the National Association 
for tho Study and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis by Dr. John F. Anderson, 
director of tho government's hygienic 
laboratory, and Dr. A. M. Stlmson. 
another public health surgeon, who 
wore assigned to observe tho prog- 
ress of tho Frlcdmann patients at 
Mount SInnI hospital In New York. 

"Wo believe that nt tho present 
time," says their report, "wo are not 
In a position to express an opinion 
based on tho conditions under obser- 
vation. Tho disease for which tho 
remedy Is used Is prolonged and Is 
characterized by periods of advance- 
ment and retrogression. It Is also ono 
in which psychic influences are a pow- 
erful factor. Time Is therefore necos- 
sary to evaluate properly the effect of 
therapeutlo measures; Wltliout pre- 
senting in detail tho condition of pa- 
tients under observation, wo are In a 
position to state that tho facts thus 
far observed do not Justify that con- 
fidence In tho remedy which has been 
Inspired by widespread publicity. 

"In our opinion harm may havo 
been done by this undue publicity In 
so far as it has lessened the confl- 
denco of tubercular persons In well- 
recognized methods of treatment or 
interrupted their use, and we are con- 
strained to advise against any li»8aon- 
Ing of those well-known measures 
which not only bad effected cures but 
which havo reduced the Incidence of 
tho dlseaso. . 

"In our series of patients. Dr. Frled- 
mann has almost exclusively 'made 
use of tho Intramuscular method alone 
In pulmonary cases, and a very con- 
siderable proportion of them hove 
either developed no considerable In- 
filtrate at all or have suffered from 
abscess formations. It Is evident, 
therefore, that a very consldeable por- 
tion of these patients, may expect 
their treatment at the hand of Dr. 
Friedmann to extend over a long 
period. ■ 

"Concerning tho cultures submitted 
to us, wo may stote that a series of 
experiments Is under way. T|io 
bacillus has been found to be on acid 
fast organism having having proper- 
ties quite different from those of any 
tubtfrcle bacillus with which we are 
acquainted. 

"Wo requested Dr. Friedmann to 
furnish us with a large amount 'of 
this material for examination, but 
this he has declined to do. We can 
state, however, that living add fast 
bacteria are being Injected by the In- 
stramuscular and Intravenous meth- 
od, although we are Ignorant of 'what 
medium they are suspended In or 
what additional substance or sub- 
stances may be contained In tho final 
mixture."

It is only fair to Bay, howover, that 
8Uch clrcUuiBtancG0 aro oxcoptloDal, ah 
though many nowspapor roadora havo 
boon lod to bollovo that tbo prostdont 
rocotvod at loaet 1,000 letter ovory day 
of hiB occupancy of tho oHlco. Aa a 
matter of fact, thoro aro weoka at a 
stretch when, under normal conditions, 
the dally mall will Boldom exceed 200 
letters and tho average for long In- 
torvalB during tho last admlnlstratloo 
waB In tho neighborhood of 360 letters 
a day. 

Uut this normal volume may bo 
quickly changed to tho abnormal. The 
appcaraneo of some new national Is- 
sue, an International crisis, an Import- 
ant declaration of policy by the prosl- 
dent, a proposal of now legislation, or 
any one of a number of turns of affairs 
Is likely to bring down upon tho White 
Houso an avalanche of letter of In- 
quiry, advice, commendation and wit- 
ticism. 

'Tho president oC the United States 
BUbBcrlbes In effect to the policy of the 
man who has no mail delivered by car- 
rier at his place of business, but In- 
stead rentB a lockbox at the local post- 
offlce or nearest postal station. No 
mall Is dGllvorcd by regular carrier at 
tho White Ilouao. In fact, the presi- 
dent has his own special postman, a 
member of tho messenger force at the 
exocutlvo ofllces, who Is provided with 
a horse and buggy and who makes two 
or throe trips daily to the Washington 
poatofnce dispatching tho outgoing 
mall and rotumlng with the Incoming. 



WABIUNQTON.— Silent, smooth, effl- 
clent is the business forco in tho 
ofllco of the nation's chief executive at 
tho White House. Tho total business 
BtnCf, including ushers, mossengors and 
so on, numbers little more than 40. And 
the modest one-story ofllco annex to 
tho Whlto Houa'b does not ropreaeiit 
moro than n fraction of the floor space 
occupied by many a large corporation. 

Handling tho Whlto Houso mall Is 
«no of the heaviest rosponslbllltleB of 
the buslneiB done there. It Is doubt- 
ful if there Is any other place where 
tbo Incoming mall varies bo Ireroen- 
douBly from day to day. In addition, 
there Is a nilo that every letter od- 
dressed to the president Bhall be ac- 
knowledged from tho Whlto Houso, 
oven though It Is referred to some gov- 
ernment department 

Moreover, thoro Is a rule also to tho 
effect that every letter received must 
■bo onsworod within 24 hours unless 
exceptional circumstances make this 
impossible. This policy of promptness 
taxes the resources of the White House 
business establlahment when, as some- 
times happens, the dolly receipts jump

SAYS CAPITAL IS HEARTLESS 



Sydney, N. 3. W.— One ot the sad- 
dest stories In connection with the 
exploration of Australia Is that of 
Burke and Wills, whose monument 
farms ono of the principal sights lu 
Melbourne, a lofty pillar of Btones In 
the Royal park, showing tho precise 
spot whence the 111 fated explorers, 
accompanied by a party of thirteen 
others. Including two German scien- 
tists, together with two years' sup- 
;jHe8 carried by camels, started In 
118C0 to cross Australia from south 
lo north. Stuart had made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt fifteen years previ- 
ously at a cost of £4.000 ($20,000) to 
perform a similar feat, and Stuart 
hid made two failures, olthough by 
a singular coincidence he ultimately 
succeeded in the attempt The over- 
land telegraph posts still In use mark 
tho course which he took and ho was 
borne through the btreeto of Adelaide 
In triumph, though a physical wreck, 
on tho very day that the bodies of 
Buirko and Wills arrived on their way 
to their lust resting place In Mel- 
bourne. 

Tho story, which Is graphically told 
in Life, iB ono of remarkable cntnr- 
priiKJ, equipped regardless of expemre. 
utUirly ruined by incompetence and 
bad luck, the one. Indeed, being the 
cause of the other. Burke, who hRd 
been a captain in tho Australian army 
and subsequently Inspector at police 
at Melbourne, knew nothing of the 
Australian bush, was "haphaxard in 
his methods, kept no Journal of his 
own on the expedition," and accordlog 
to one who knew him well, "used, to 
alter. his mind so often that it was 
not possible at times to understand 
what he really did mean." 

Liindells, who was originally sec- 
ond in command, left tho expedition 
at im early stage, and predicted cer- 
tain disaster at Cooper's creek. At 
Menlndlc, on the Darling, BUfke and 
Wills, tho surveyor, with six others 
puf bed forward to Cooper's creek, 
leaving Wright to follow with the 
bulk of the supplies "at the earliest 
moment.*" 

iVom Cooper's creek Durko again 
puihed forward with Wills, King and 
Gray, half a dozen camels and an al- 
together Inadequate equipment of 
storoB, and made a dash for tho sea. 
leaving Brahe with three men and 
an.plo supplies, verbally instructing 
hl:n to follow on Burke's tracks when 
WWght arrived, 

Burke managed .to roach the Fllnd- 
ei*a, which had a tidal motion, show- 
ing tbat the sea was not far off, but, 
as, the little party had nearly exhaust- 
ed' their provisions, they determined 
to return to tho camp at Cooper's 
creek. On the way they lost ono of 
the men from starvation, the single 
day's delay caused by burying their 
comrade being responsible for the 
death of both. • /* 

Various expeditions were organized 
from Melbourne (o And tho missing 
men, one of which discovered King, a 
wasted flguro, "covered with some 
scarecrow rags and part of a hat," 
whp showed them the place where 
Burke and Wills had died. It Is a 
curious fact that, whcre&s Burke's 
last orders to Burke were that he 
should shoot the blacks down at once 
If they gave 'any trouble, they were 
almost tho only ones who shed tears 
over his grave, and it was through 
their unfailing klndneaa that Klng'u. 
life was saved. \ . • - 

Altogether beven members of the 
expedition perished, while the Bum 
actually spent on It amounted to 
^67,000 (J285,000)i by far the largest 
sum, we are told, that was ever spent 
vn Australian history on a single ex- 
ploring expedition. And yet, by a

Hibernians Are Told by Dr. 

Kelly, 

Sydney. — Dr. Kelly, the Roman Cath- 
olic primate of Australia, addressing 
the Hibernian society here, referred 
to the recent strikes and the threats 
of strikes and said: 

"The contentions and strife between 
capital and labor may develop Into a 
revolution any day, because capital le 
heartless and renders labor desperate, 
and because labor Is emboldened by 
tho success attending violence. So- 
ciety wltli us is In a very parlous 
and dangerous condition." 

Dr. Kelly added that a "man must

SHIP KILLS SEA MONSTER 



Wants National Anthem Adopted. 

Washington. — A Joint resolution to 
make the "Star Spangled Banner" the 
ofllclal anthem of tho United States 
has been Introduced in congress by 
Representative Levy of New York. 
It provides that whenever the "Stai" 
Spangled Banner" Is played on any 
occasion at any public place where 
persons belonging to any branch of 
tho government service are present 
they will stand at attention, and alf 
other persons will stand, such posi- 
tions being retained until tbo last 
note of the anthem. 



Captain Reports Striking What He 

Thinks Was Species of Whale, 

Which Hung on Stem of Vessel. 

New York. — Recently persons on a- 
liner were sure they had seen a sea 
serpent fifty feet long forglug its way 
through the ocean at incredible speed. 
Capt. J. Tutt of another liner, gave 
this account of a collision with a 
monster of tho deep: 

"At 12:33 o'clock In the momlng,*\ 
said the captain, *'an hour known as' 
'the graveyard watch' by marines, a 
shock was felt at the fore part of tbe'^ 
ship. The liner had loft Santa Marta 
on the day before, and was steaming 
at sixteen knots an hour along tho 
Colombian coast toward Port Llmon. 

"After tho shock the ship's speed 
seemed to diminish, although the en- 
gines were working well and the sea 
was smooth. It was bright moonlight. 
1 went to tho bow to see what was 
the matter, and found that we bad 
struck a sea monster, which I esti- 
mated to be some forty-two feet long 
and three tons In weight. The col- 
lision killed the monster, and It hung 
on the stem so that we had to go 
astern to get clear of the body. Thla 
sank Immediately, leaving tho surface 
of tho sea a bright crimson." 

The captain said that the body had 
broad stripes on the back and head, 
with patches like textile prints the 
sizo of a hand on the sides. It was 
a species of whale now almost ex- 
tinct, he thought Tho shock aroused 
the. passengers, who came on deck to 
look at tho dead monster. One of the 
officers said that many strange ser- 
pents and large flsh had been seen 
In the waters off the Colombian coast 
In tbo last three years of a species 
that had not been seen there since 
the days of the buccaneers on tho 
Spanish Main. They thought that tho 
blasting in the Panama canal had 
disturbed them In their submarine 
caverns and driven them to the sur- 
face of the sea- .

R. Baugham, a prominent rancher and 
alfalfa grower of Texas; J. E. Wag- 
goner, formerly of the .Mississippi 
Agricultural College; R. W. Lamson 
«f Iowa; J. E. Buck of Chicago; C.W, 
Farr, assistant county superintendent 
of Cook County, Illinois; the Hon. G. 
H. Alford of Georgia, and C. H. Allen, 
a retired banker of Ohio. 

That the farmers were ready for 
the blessings which alfalfa strews 
ever a neighborhood which gives it a 
neighborly welcome, was evidenced 
everywhere by the crowds that

atop. At no time were any of the 
■peakers without aa «ncourailnK au- 
dience, and on some occasions tka 
party was obliged to divide, ;« part ad- 
dressing tke school children wblla

irent of the' corfeift Into a community 
vas made Airalfa.Day In the schools. 
In the towns the children paraded out 
to meiet the autos.alngliig special al- 
falfa songs and wavlnc iags.' It la 
estimated that between three and 
four hundred farmers In that one. 
county alone pledged themselves to 
aiake a start with- alfalfa and do 11 
according to the rules laid down by 
Federal E5xpert J- H. Skinner. 

Kent County, In the census of 1910, 
vas credited with raising only 73 
acres of alfalfa, but all indications at 
the present time are that by 191B 
there will be 10,000 acres nourishing 
with this legume. It was shown that 
on the typical sand or clay loams cast 
of the Mississippi alfalfa could be 
raised as easily and as surely as 
clover yielding three crops a season 
«nd that It was the greatest plant the 
farm world has yet discovered for 
extracting nitrogen from the air and 
Btorlng It up In the soil, thus re- 
juvenating run down and over-crop- 
ped farms.

The king presides at functions, at- 
tends the race track, Issues messages 
to constitutional bodies which have 
previously been written by the min- 
isters, piles up debts and leads a dou- 
ble life.

ant — soon become strong. 

Steel workers also profit In health 
from their occupation. The molten 
steel gives off certain gases that have 
a beneficent effect on the lungs and 
nasal passages. Though subjected to 
extremes of heat, steel workers prac- 
tically never get consumption or ca- 
tarrh. 

Dairying Is another healthful occu- 
pation, Jenner of smallpox fame dis- 
covered that dairymen never get small- 
pox. It Is also true that they prac- 
tically never get consumption. 

Bakers. If their bakeries aro but 
dean and airy, follow a trade that fat- 
tens tho veriest skoletones. Butchers 
are noted for their ruddy, robust build, 
they, like the bakers, seeming to ab- 
sorb through their pores the nutriment 
they work in. Chocolate end cocoa 
makers in like manner are stout, 
healthy folk.

HOW TO DISPOSE 
OF FARM SEWAGE 

By K. J. T. EKBLAW, 

Agricultural Engineering, University 

of Illinois. 




'fhere are some conveniences which 
may be installed on the farm which so 
obvloualy redound to the benefit of the 
farmer In the way of greater comfort, 
better health and increased value o$ 
the farm that one cannot but wonder 
that any farm Is without them. Among 
these may be mentioned improved 
light, water under pressure, and a 
aewago disposal system. The last may 
be considered almost essential. 

When sewage disposal Is discussed, 
It must be remembered that the term 
sewage Includes not only excrementl- 
tloua matter, which so commonly Is 
carelessly thought to be all the sew- 
age there 'Is, but It includes other 
wastes equally Important, such as 
wastes from kitchen, dairy and laun- 
dry. All of these can be taken care of 
In an entirely satisfactory and accept* 
nblo manner by a modern sewage sys- 
tem. • However, this means some form 
of septic tank and Alter bed, which In 
turn Is dependent upon a pressure wa- 
ter supply. Since this form of water 
supply Is often not a part of the farm 
equipment, nor may It be practicable, 
from one consideration or another, to 
Install such a system, It becomes nec- 
essary to make provision for tho dis- 
posal of the kitchen wastes and human 
excretory matter separately. Tho for- 
mer may bo easily accomplished if 
caro Is exercised by means of some 
sort of water-tight, inaect-oxcludlng 
roceptacK) In which slops can bo re- 
tained temporarily pending their peri- 
odlc removal to some place where 
their offehsivenesB would be almost If 
Aot entirely negligible, or by a small 
feeptlc tank. Disposal of human ex- 
crementitlous matter can bo made 
simply and effectively by the use of a 
sanitary privy, described In detail In 
farmers' bulletin No. 463, published

ANALYSIS. 
Tho analysis of the butler ran quUa 
uniform. However, one tub of butter 
ran above 16 per cent. In moisture. 
This tub was from a factory, which 
had a molaturo content of 18.91 last 
month. This analysis showed 17.14 
per cent, moisture. This again em- 
phasises the necessity for caro in 
making a moisture test. Five ex- 
hibitions reported a factory test for 
moisture. The following table shows 
how these flvo factory tests compared 
with tho chemical analysis. It should 
bo remembered that tho factory analy- 
ses were probably taken from the 
chum while tho chemical analyses 
came from tho tub packed from tho 
chum. Churn samples usually run 
about one per cent, higher In moisture 
than tho tub samples.

In the above table It will be noticed 
that one of the highest differences It 
1.67. Assuming that the 17.14 Is tho 
correct molaturo content of sample 
No. 3 this would equal an error of 9 
per cent of tho total amount of mois- 
ture. If a similar error of 1.57 per 
cent were made In testing 82 per cent 
butter for fat the error would equal 
only 1.9 per cent, of tho total fat 
content. Without present methods of 
testing butter for fat there is no 
more error than there Is in testing 
cream for fat. 

Tho average moisture content of the 
butter exhibited was 13.35; highest 
17.14; lowest 10.98. Tho average fat 
content was 83.04; highest 84.87; low- 
eat 77.68. The average salt content 
2.62; highest 4.25; lawest 1.03. 



of sowago disposal opportunity la 
given t« two varieties of bacteria, 
anaerobic and aerobic, to operate on 
tho sewage, and tlielr combined action, 
properly directed, will destroy or ren- 
der innocuous all the harmful con- 
stituents. In the septic tank the 
anaerobic bacteria, nnd in the filter- 
bed or tile system the aerobic bacteria 
oporalG to break down the structure 
of nil the organic material which to a 
largo degree makes up the composition 
of sewage, partly converting fiber and 
pulp Into gas, partly liquifying tho 
material and converting tho remaind- 
er Into Inorganic matter which Is of 
vast Importance to plant life. 

Dlacharglng sewage Into a stream is 
a practice which cannot be too strong- 
ly deplored. A stream has little power 
to act on sewage other than to bold It 
for transportation down stream, or to 
allow It to settle In slower reaches 
until med banks havo accumulated 
which will be washed out again at the 
flrst freshet. Experiments prove that 
pathogenic bacteria, to which certain 
diseases are attributable, are frequent- 
ly found In sewage, and that when 
these bacteria are discharged Into a 
stream they may be carried hundreds 
of miles and still retain their power 
for evil. No right-minded person to- 
day will 80 abuse the rights of his fel- 
low citizens so deliberately as to pour 
Into a stream such unmistakable 
poison as sewage Is known to be. 

Tho disposition of sewage Is not tho 
only question which comes under tho 
province of rural sanitation. Tho 
proper construction of buildings so 
as to provide sufhclent fresh air to all 
the occupants Is of prime Importance. 
The care of cows which produce milk 
for human consumption and the care 
of the milk Itself so as to Insure Its 
purity, 1b a question of the utmost 
concern, indeed, to so great an extent 
that almost every municipal has ordi- 
nances regulating the sale of milk and 
other dairy products. The university 
dairy department takes an active In- 
terest In the investigation of Just this 
problem.

NE of the larseat. and In 
many respects tho moat won- 
derful, waterworks systom In 
tho world will bo completed 
and placed In operation in the 
course of ihia month by the City of 
Loa Angeles, Cal. Tho Aqueduct, 
with Ita system of Ilvo storage reser- 
voirs. Is 235 miles In length, and Is 
designed to carry a daily supply of 
258,000.000 gallbns from tho Sierra 
Nevada mountains southward ocross 
tlio great ' Mojavo desert, under tho 
Sierra Madro rango and Into the San 
l^ernando valley, twenty-five miles 
northwest of tho city. From hero the 
water needed for domestic consump- 
tion will be carried in a six-foot stool 
pipe Into tho city's present distribu- 
tion maina. Tho system compriaes tho 
longest aqueduct in tho world. 

Tho project was Inaugurated in 
1905. and since 1908 an army of 6,000 
men have been steadily employed 
night and day In Its conatructlou. On 
tho desolate and sun-acorched desert 
tho summer temperatures have 
ranged as high as 120 degrees F. In 
fact, ono of tho great problems has 
been to provide tho men and animals 
with food and water and proper ac- 
commodations to withstand tho cllma; 
tic coudltlons. 

Of Various Forma. 
Tho Los Angeles Aqueduct, as It Is 
called, is of various forms and de- 
signs. Tho flrst twenty-two miles la 
uullned open canal, tho following 
thirty-eight miles la an open ditch, and 
tho remainder is in covered concrete 
conduit, tunnels, and concrete and 
riveted steel siphons, tho latter being 
used to carry the water across deep 
canyons, or valleys. Moro than fifty- 
three miles of the aqueduct Is com- 
posed of tunnels driven through solid 
granite, the longest being the Eliza- 
beth tunnel, under tho Sierra Madro 
mountains, with a length of five miles. 
The system of four storage rcBervoIrs 
provides for tho Impoundln,^ of fifty 
billion gallons, which, at tho rate of 
tho city's present dally consumption, 
would bo suOlclent to supply tho muni- 
cipality for three years. 

Much of tho work has been done 
from five to>thlrty-fivo miles from any 
railroad. Preliminary to tho constmc- 
tlon of the aqueduct It was neces- 
sary to build 390 miles of roads and 
trails, four water systems with 190 
miles of mt^lns, three hydro-electric 
power plants, a telephone syatem 350 
miles long, a standard gauge . steam 
railroad 120 miles into the Mojave 
desert, and a cement mill costing 
$875,000. With tho exception of one 
small contract for nine miles of con- 
duits and tunnels, the entire work 
has been done by the city. 

The system is a gravity ono through- 
out, the intake being at an elevation 
of 3.812 feet above sea-level, and the 
elevation of' Los Angeles being on an' 
average only 27G feet. Tho cost of 
the work has been $20,000,000, exclu- 
sive of any power development By 
Impounding tho flow of the aqueduct 
at lis outlet during 'Jio rainy ncason 
it will be possible to deliver moro 
than 300,000,000 gallons dally during 
tho dry season — April 15 to October 15 
— in which no rain falls. This is 
much moro than aufflctont to meet the 
dally rcqulromenta of tho City of 
London. As the City of Los Angoles 
has a present population of only 400,- 
000, and requires but 60,000,000 gallons 
daily, tho surplus aqueduct flow for a 
long period of years will bo devoted 
to tho Irrigation of 136,000 acrea of 
orange and lemon lands adjacent to 
the city. ^ 

Chief Features. 
Ono of tho chlof featuroa of tho 
onterpriso Is in tho genora'tlon of 
hydro-electric energy. There Is a fall 
of 1,500 foot In the aqueduct forty- 
seven miles from tho city, with tho 
possibility of developing 120.000,000 
horse-powor. Of this amount, 37,600 
borse-powpr aro now being devolopod 
at a cost of $3,300,000. Tho power- 
houBca will bo ready for operation 
within eevcral months after tho aque- 
duct la placed In operation, and their 
output wlU^bp devoted to lighting the 
'.city's strc'ota and boulo'vards. The 
daalgnqr and constructor of this great 
ifk^K which in point of magnitude 
ninks as the third largest hydraulic 
work under way in theVestern hernia- 
phero. Is the City's Water Engineer. 
Mr, William Hulholland. 
Tho accompanying picturo glvea a 



good Idea of the formidable nature 
of the enterprise, and tho Immense 
Bcalo on which tho work has been car- 
ried out It sbowB how the huge 
plpo has boon carried down one sido 
of thi arid Jawbono canyon, across tho 
bottom of the valley and high up on 
tho opposlto aldo to tho point where It 
dlvea below tho surface of tho soil, 
and is continued underground. 

Tho Jawbono alphon alone la 8.000 
feet In length — or ovtr ono and a halt 
miles— measures from seven feot six 
Inches to ten feet in diameter, and 
has a total weight of 3,300 tons. Tho 
picture Is taken looking north, from 
tho south rim of tho canyon and 800 
feet above the- valley floor, and be- 
tween tho bottom of the canyon and 
tho point on Its sldo where tho plpo 
plunges underground tho difference In 
level Is 850 feet At the lowest point 
the water pressure Is enormous — 350 
pounds to the square Inch, which Is 
equivalent to twenty-four atmosphorea 
— and to resist this internal pressure 
on tlio plpo tho steel here Is one and 
onc-qunrtor Inches In thickness, tho 
rivcte used In fastening the sections 
together being seven inches long.

Weather la Absolutely Un- 
known. 

"There Isn't a section of the United 
States, I venture to say, where at somo 
time frost has not been known," re- 
marked Hugh C. Todd of Seattle* 
chairman of tho Democratic state 
committee of Washington, at tho Wil- 
lard. according to the Washington 
PoBt "But in Alaska, which le looked 
upon as the coldebt country on earth, 
bar Greenland and tho arctic region, 
tliero la an island whero frost hau 
never been heard of. This Is Middle* 
ton island, one of tho Aleutian group 
of Islands close to tho Japan current. 
There the tcmpcraturo Is always mild. 
Twenty miles away on the other sldo 
of tho Islands, it Is nearly alwaya 
freezing — In fact, is a country of such 
varied climato that almost anything 
can bo produced. It Is possible to 
grow strawberries, blackberries and 
other early summer fruit for tho win- 
ter market. In the Susitna valley, 
which is tho valley that diatributcn 
the waters of the southern slope of 
tho coast range, the weather, 1 ven- 
ture, is now warmer and finer than 
in any part of tho United States. That 
is brought about, of course, by tho 
Japan current." 

Mr. Todd Is tho youngest chairman 
In tho country, it is eald. Ho was a 
candidate for governor of Washing- 
ton in the primaries and was defeated 
by Governor Listen by only 300 votes. 
Then he turned In and managed Qov< 
cmor Lister's campaign and won a 
victory. 

'"Washington state is a common* 
wealth that la just aa widely dlversl* 
flod in hor politics as her resources, " 
said Mr. Todd. "Wo can produce near* 
ly ovorythlng, and^we raise all klnda 
of polltlclana.

Undo Sam 
will pay you that much 
for him— this bolng a 
atandlng offer which tbo 
postoOlco dopartmont 
makes for Iho capture of 
anybody who ventures to plllago a 
train that Ib carrying tho malls. 
. /Train robblnB la the moat distinc- 
tively American of all profesBlona; It 
l^^^llkewlao tho moat periloua, bar 
ibne. One of tho moat recent exam- 
pica wna tho holding up of tho Over- 
land limited, bound from San Francis- 
co to Chicago and polnta east. It was 
halted at midnight by a red lantern 
placed in tho middle of tho track three 
mliea west of Omaha, and the mall 
car was plundered, aevcn pouches of 
registered letters and packages being 
thrown out and rifled. 

The "flying squadron" of poatofflco 
detectlvea. with headquarters -at Oma* 
ha, got after the robbers so quick that 
tbo latter were actually unable to 
make their escape from tho city, Aa- 
I slated by tho corpa of profeaalonal 
I bandit hunters, under Chief W. P, 
ICanada, they captured every one o 
Uho holdup men, to tho number of 
tfive, within a week— llluatratlng tho 
Vact that the daya of train robbing aa 
h safe and easy method of acquiring 
h^ealth are past Tho government will 
jipend unlimited money to catch such 
jutlawB. and the railroads offer addi- 
tional rewards for their seizure, allvo 
or dead. Pursuit of them nearly al- 
ways winds up with a desperate light, 
and tho shooting is to kill. 

Chief Canada has' under him' eight 
men, all of them dead shots with rlllo 
or pistol. Tlmy travel in a special 
car of extra length, half of wblch la 
occupied by stalla for nine horses. 
Arrangements are such that they can 
bo on their way to tho sceno of a 
train rtbbery within thirty minutes 
after ntwa of it ha? been received. 
Arrlvlngthero with freah horses, ibey 
can telorraph for relay mounts as 
they are needed— two of the men be- 
ing cxpen operators, who can easily 
climb a pilo .wHJi^^^i^y^^bJaUiifitru- 
inent. They knew how to follow a 
trail that no ordinary person • could 
'^distinguish, and flnal escape for the 
bandits Is almost out of the question. 
Train robbers have grown much 
bolder within recent years. Formerly 
thoy plied thtir highly sUmulatlng 
vocation In remote and isolated parts 
of the country: nownJays they do not 
hesitate to operate In denaoly populat- 
ed dlatrlcts and near the largeat cities, 
not long ago a train wis held up near 
Henlcia; Cal.. and the mall rifled. A 
gang of nine men conducted tho affair, 
and all of them, were capture;! and 
fi'jnt to prison, llvo of them for life, 
and the others for terms of flfteon 
years to forty-five years. 

Thus, the adoption of moasurea 
sternly represalve. tho poatofflco de- 
partment la enabled to prevent the 
robbing of mall trains from becoming 
more popular as a form of Industry— 
though on an average, half a dozen 
InsUnces of such outlawry occur 
every year. Dut there la another kind 
"of criminal enterprise which has 
shown a tendency to Increase alarm- 
ingly, and with which tho authorities 
And It difflcult to deal. This la tbo 
pillaging of postofllcoB by professional 
thieves— tho extent of the business 
being Indicated by tho fact that dur- 
ing last year nearly 2,000 poatofflces 
were "burgled." 

This seoms to be. under present con- 
ditions, a fairly profltable species of 
;crImo. Postofflcea aro easily entered 
^ t night, and there la usually a safe 
pn tho premises which, containing ns 
it does the stock of stamps and a 
-.um of money representing postal 
tunds, may be expected to yield any- 
where from a f<w hundred to several 
^thousand dollars. Not long ago tho 
iBtofflce at South Bend, Ind.. was 
jurglarlzed. and 118,653 in stamps and 
ah was taken. During tho same 
elvomonth the postofflce at Daytona, 
-., yielded loot to the extent of 
30; and |5,240 was stolen from the 
tofflce at Santa CruE, Cal. 
pe robbing of postomcea la today 
ell-organized Industry, conducted 
;amp-thleve8 of desperate charac- 
pho call themselves ''yoggmon." 
yeggraen have practically BUpei^ 
jtho old-time safe blowera. For* 
ho blowing of safes was done 
w eklllful, export mechanics, 
led hlgh-clasa tools and knew 
re to drill Into the lock in 
break It, or whore, to insert 



an explosive. But the ycggmen prac- 
tice much simpler methods. Provided 
with no apparatus except a bottle of 
nitroglycerine, a coll of fuse and caps, 
they enter tho poatofflco through a 
door or window, with the help of tools 
stolen perhaps from a nearby black- 
smith's shop. 

Meanwhile, two or throe men are 
stationed outside as pickets, to give 
an alarm In case anybody approaches, 
or to shoot If there is occasion. Com- 
mon bar soap Is used to All the joints 
of the safe door and enough nitro- 
glycerine Is allowed to percolate In 
behind this "tamping" to furnish the 
requisite explosion. Then tho fuse Is 
lighted, and. at a safe distance, results 
are awaited. When tho cafe has been 
torn open. Its contents are hastily 
thrown Into a sack. All registered 
and ordinary mail that happens to 
bo on the premises is rifled and the 
thieves make off. Should they be In- 
terrupted, they aro always ready to 
kill, and usually t'hey escape. Now 
and then they have pitched battles 
with citizens, and tlio latter, being 
unprepared, aro apt to get the worst 
of It 

Such a Job is easy, nearly always 
successful, and attended by compara- 
tively little risk. Even If a poatotnco 
robber is captured and convicted, the 
maximum penalty under the law Is 
only Ave years In prison. A reward 
of $100 to 9200 la offered In cases of 
tho kind by the government, and dur- 
ing tho last year 329 thieves of this 
class were arrested; hut the business 
offers special attractions to criminals 
of the sort hero described, and so goes 
merrily on. 

Hecently there has been a now and 
rather startling development of this 
kind of Industry. The poatofflco rob- 
bora have taken to practlolng their 
profcaslon In automobiles. Up-atato In 
New York they are going from town 
to town In motor cars (stolon, of 
course), and pillaging poatofflco after 
pOBtofflce, in some Instances several 
of them in a night. In this way a 
gang of yeggmen can easily rifle the 
postal safes In half a dozen or more 
towns between midnight and day- 
break, speeding 'away thereupon to a 
distance of 100 milea or more from 
the scene of operations and scatter- 
ing. The car is left behind; It Is 
easy to steal another one when tbey 
want it 

The stamps stolen by tho robbers 
aro easily disposed' of through a 
"fence" in aomo city, who converts 
them Into money by selling them at a 
discount It Is astonishing (say the 
detectives of tho postal sorvlcojii how 
few questions are asked, and how lit- 
tle It takea to satisfy buslnoas people 
of the highest standing that It la prop- 
er to buy stamps which are at least 
under suspicion of having been stolen. 
All stamps look alike, and aro current 
everywhere at face value. They cau 
not be Identifled as stolen goods la 
tbo bands of eltner thief or reooiver. 
One of the most reniarkable rob- 
beries occurred not long ago at Rich- 
raopd, Vo., whore the postofflce was 
entered some time between Saturday 
'ovo\iing and the following Monday 
morVine. tho vault blown open, and 
$86,205 in atnmpa and money stolen. 
Two gusplclous strangers left the city 
•with weveral trunka soon after the 
liurglary. and by. clever work tbo gov- 
ornmynt detectives traced these 
trunTts through several cities to Now 
York. There. they arrested Eddie Fay 
ami Hlchard Harris, notorious yegg- 



men, when they called at the railroad 
station for the trunka, which con- 
tained burglars' tools and a large part 
of the missing stamps. Both wero 
sent to prison. 

There was a few yeara ago, In Ok- 
lahoma and Indian territory, a little 
company of desperadoes known as tbo 
Ulll Cook gang, which operated with 
great frankness. They would walk 
into poBtolHces In tho daytime, tako 
what money there was on hand, and 
walk out again. As a mode of making 
a living, nothing could bo more sim- 
ple. But they did this sort of thing 
Bo frequently as to exasperate tho pos- 
tal authorities, and. as a result, apo- 
dal prlcea were put on- their heads. 
Every one of them was Anally kilted 
or captured, and Bill got torty-nvo 
years In what Is colloquially known as 
the "atono Jug." 

Street letter boxes are robbed from 
time to time, but this species of depre- 
dation la no longer practiced with the 
suGCcas of former daya. The boxes 
now in use are so Ingeniously con- 
trived that It Is hardly po^stblc lo lish 
letters out of them, either with a 
crooked piece of wire, or by means of 
a string with a sticky disc of leather 
on the end — both of these being meth* 
oda anciently employed. There re- 
mains, however, the expedient of open- 
ing the box with a false key. 

All of the letter boxes In any given 
city have locks exactly alike, and may 
be opened with one key. This, as one 
easily sees. Is necessary, inasmuch as 
a alngle postman may have to vlait 
and make collectlona from ICM) or 
more widely-scattered receptacles. It 
follows then, that a thief, if he pos- 
sesses a copy of the key, has all the 
boxes at his mercy; and this Is not 
hard to obtain, by filing off and re- 
moving one of the padlocks. Among 
criminals there are many clever lock- 
smiths. ' 

Fifteen years ago there was much 
robbing of letter boxes by thieves who 
worked In gangs, covering up their 
tracks with remarkable oloverneas. 
Their operations were, so extensive 
that the postofflce d.epartraent made 
trials of many kinds of locks, some of 
which coat as much as fS each. Those 
now in use cost only 40 cents apiece, 
wholesale; for the authorlliea have 
made up their mlnda that a burglar- 
proof mall box Is an impoasibllity. 

Wooed Through the Malls. 
Wooed by letter, a young woman In 
Cairo, Egypt, baa consented to be- 
come the bride of a man named KUas 
Gabriel, of New Brunswick. N. J, 
Gabriel Is now preparing a home to 
which ho will shortly escort his bride, 
who will have crossed the Mediter- 
ranean and tho Atlantic nnd who until 
she reaches this country will sever 
have looked upon him. She la Nade- 
ma Beehara. Gabriel w^s 'born In 
Syria and had been In America slnco 
1007. A few months ago he picked up 
a magazine entitled "Tho Misses and 
Ijidies' Magazine." published In Cairo, 
l^eypt. and printed in Arabic. In it he 
saw an article "The Duties of a Wo- 
man," signed .by Nadoma Beshara. 
"The woman who wrote that article," 
ho told himself, "la a wdman I could 
love." He wrote a letter to her, told, 
her how he oppreclated tho article 
and begged for tho honor of her 
friendship. Ho also wrote to his 
father In Arabia. Friendship ripened 
Into love and at the end of this month 
Gabriel will meet his brldo-to-bo at 
Ellis Island.

Economic Inquiry, Conduotad Along 

Scltntlflo Llnt«, Mtana Much to 

Iha Human Ri^co. 

Notwlthfltandlnf the growth In re- 
cent years of tho work of tha geolosl* 
oal auryey along practical aconomlo 
lines, iclentlflc work has not been 
neglected, according to thn annual re- 
port of the director for last year. In 
fact, in the survey tho scientific Invoa* 
I Clgatlons are Inseparable from the 
economic work, though the one or the 
other may predominate In purpose ac- 
I cording to the needs of the particular 
I research In band. In any field' econo- 
mic work ot tho highest rank Is Im 
I pOBBlble without full knowledge of tho 
' sclontlfic InwB and principles pertain- 
ing to the subject oC tho work, but as 
there la no application of geology 
which does not Involve unsolved prob- 
lems, some of them of the highest Im- 
portance, the beat knowledge available 
Is nevertheless relative. It thus fol- 
lows that the broad and searching 
observations which 'should accompany 
every piece of good economic work 
comprehend data that are eventually 
combined In tho construction of new 
scientific hypothoBes. some of which, 
as more observations accumulate, 
Krow Into establlahed laws or princi- 
ples that are In turn of the greateat 
practical consequence. Thus tho do* 
tailed studies of tho metalliferous de- 
posits In one region or another bring 
to light evidence from which to deter- 
mine the genesis of the ores and the 
modes or conditions by their occur- 
rence, and the economic Inquiry be- 
comes more Intelligent and succoHSfuI 
when once this new principle regard- 
ing the mode of an ore occurrence Is 
understood. ^ 



SATIRICAL STRAIN OF HUMOR 

WllHam Winter Wrote of Edwin 

Booths' Peculiarities, as He Had 

Uberved Them. 

At times Mooth'ti humor was satirical. 
When leaving a churcli In Uoaton after 
the funeral of ihu eminent essaylat 
and critic. Edwin F*ercy Whipple— 
obsequies which ho had attended In 
company wirh Ijiwrence Barrett, and 
at that friend's tiUKgeatlou. and during 
which iie had boon annoyed as well 
as amused by tho convulsive facial 
contortions of tho ofllclatlng clergy- 
man—he remarked to Rarrett: 

"I knew Mr. Whipple, but I never 
expected 1 should bo ao sorry to at- 
tend his funeral." 

When a stage-struck lunatic named 
Mark Gray attempted to murder him 
In Chicago at a performance of "King 
Richard II." (April 2, 1879, at Mc- 
Vicker's theater), tiring at him twice 
with a pistol from a plaoe In the sec- 
ond balcony. Ftooth calmly advanced 
to the front of the stage and, pointing 
at the madman, directed that ho be 
seized, and then after a brief absence 
from the scene, to reassure his wife, 
composedly flnlehed his performance. 
Later he caused one of the bullets to 
te extracted from a piece of scenery 
.where It hud lodged, and had It mount- 
ed as a charm for his watch chain, In- 
flcrlbed: "To Edwin Ilooth from Mark 
Gray.'\ That slnlstor relic he custo- 
anarlly 'wore.— William Winter In Col- 
lier's Weekly. 



History of the Key.

NATURAL COMPASS IN WOODS 

To Those Versed In Woodcraft, Na- 
ture Provides Many Guides for 
the Traveler. 

Those well versed In woodcraft 
point out that even In the "trackless 
forests" nature provides many nat- 
ural compasses to keep the traveler 
straight In his course. 

For Instance, there Is a mature tree 
that stands apart from its fellows. 
The bark on this tree will bo harder, 
drier and lighter In color on the south 
side. On the north It will 'show a 
clump of mold or moss. On the south 
side of the evergreen trees gum will 
be hard and amber colored. On the 
north side this gum Is softer, general- 
ly dustier, and is of a soiled gray hue. 
Hardwood trees— the oak. tho ash, 
elms, hickories, mesqulte. etc. — have 
moss and mold on the north. Leaves 
are smaller, tougher, lighted In color 
and with darker veins on the south, 
on tho north they are longer, of dark- 
er green antl with lighter veins. 
Spiders build on the eouth side. In 
the south air plants will attach them- 
selves to the north side. Cedars bend 
their tips to the south. 

Sawed or cut stumps will afford one 
of the compass points, Inasmuch as 
the concentric rings are thicker on the 
south side. The heart of the stump 
Is thus nearer to tho north side. 
These results are said to be due to 
tho influence of the sun. Stones ore 
bare on the south side, and If they 
Bhow any moss at all It will be on 
the north. At best, on the sunny side 
only a thin covering of harsh, half-dry 
moss will be found.
